had just left the bank with the pay- 
roll for the Can company, when the 
bandit 
opened fire from an auto- 


mobile. 


Stosffel was killed instantly 
and 


Sweeney 
f> and 
Vensorf 
seriously 


wounded. 


The bandit grabbed'bags containing 


the money and sped toward Chica- 
go. Maywood is a suburb.

Nearly a third of Uic total exports of 


the United States for the hist three years 
•svas foodstuffs. 
Eighty-three per cent of 


the foodstuffs -we sold the world -\vent to 
Europe. 
American, manufacturers are 


not, so restricted in their markets. They 
are cultivating trade in South America 
and in the Orient. They are developing 
new markets in various parts of the 
•world, and .each year offers the oppor- 
tunity of enlarging this commerce and 
augmenting the sales of our manufactures 
abroad. There is practically no limit to 
the field for -this phase of American 
exports. 


"With farm products a totally different 


situation exists. _ .Most of the extensive 
countries of the •world produce their main 
food supplies. Of the staples they gen- 
erally have an excess for export, and it 
is only specialties not proxluced or grown 
at home that they import. The densely . 
inhah'itated countries of Europe are the 
great importing nations of the world. 
South America, parts of Africa. Australia 
and certain portions of Asia export large 
quantities of foodstuffs. They buy much 
more in manufactures than in foodstuffs. 


Europe, therefore, is and will continue 


- to be the main, market for our surplus of 


foodstuffs. The farmer, practically speak- 
ing, 
is confined to this field for the dis- 


' posal of his excess wares. The farmer is 


suffering to'd'ay" primarily because the 
European market is closed to him. or so 
nearly so that production has backed up 
in American storage, houses. He will not 
get full relief until Europe recovers 
financially and is able to buy American 
foodstuffs. 
All the tariffs in the world 


will not help the American farmer in his 
present 
predicament. 
The 
so-called 


emergency tariff brought him nothing. 
Instead of creating a demand for farm 
products and increasing prices, the exact 
reverse occurred. 
Demand fell oft" still 


more, and pr.ices, kej>t .o.n sagging. 
The 


tariff might just as well have not existed. 
In. fact, the farmer probably would have 
been better off without it. for its effect, 
coupled with the possibility of high tariffs 
in other directions, has been to put our 
customers abroad in a preparatory state 
for retaliation. 


The farmer has always been victimized 


by the politicians, and the tariff has been 
the politician's best instrument. 
Some- 


how or other the farmer has been led to 
believe that his prosperity was dependent 
Upon a high protective tariff, whereas 


( 
there has been no connection between the 
two. 
The tariff is helpless to make pros- 


perity for American -agriculture. Rather 
it is a hindrance to farm prosperity, for 
the freer trade relations are between the 
United States ' and 'other countries the 
greater will be our commerce, and the 
greater our commerce the Targer will be 
our sales of foodstuffs. 
AVheu trade with 


Europe revives there will be a strong de- 
mand for onr surplus foodstuffs at good 
prices. A high-protective -tariff will not 
help to revive that trade, while duties 071 
the foodstuffs we export arc wasted and 
react against us. 


piness are blessings that wo believe to be 
practically continuous. 
Because we arc 


looking for continuation of a placid state 
it happens that wo arc incapable of recog- 
nising a. sudden, disappointing change. 


Contrast the business mon who decided, 


when the economic reaction began, to cut 
prices, sell their goods, and take their 
losses, with those who parried with doubt 
and kept up prices aud held their stocks in 
the hope of equalizing losses. 
The busi- 


ness men who took their losses adopted the 
positive policy. 
They adjusted their 


business to change, and because they were 
in accord with general affairs they never 
felt alarmed, but always were sure of 
themselves. 


The selfish attitude, especially with big 


business, seems to be more difficult to mo- 
dify than the negative policy. It seems 
to be a positive policy along negative 
lines. 
Apparently, it is impossible for 


those who contrive to advance selfish in- 
terests to realize that any advantage or 
concession procured to the detriment of 
the majority of'the people necessarily 
must redound to their own injury.

many of the most thoughtful and compe- 
tent business men fundamental features 
of commerce which they had not previous- 
ly understood.

FURTHER PROGRESS WITH 


DISARMAMENT 


The habit of criticizing progressive ac- 


tion still clings to us. as is shown by the 
disposition to belittle the efforts of the 
Arms conference to prevent war. In the 
last few days caustic statements have 
been made that the conference has 
achieved no practical results, but on the 
contrary, has failed in its efforts. 
Many 


alarmist rumors have come from AYasb- 
ington to the effect that differences over 
the submarine would disrupt the confer- 
ence and prevent an agreement. France 
was reported to have been driven into a 
position of hopeless hostility by the atti- 
tude of the United States and England. 
Now we have it said that a secret treaty 
l&s been concluded between Japan and 
Prance and that it is intended to nullify 
the effects of the naval and Pacific 
agreements. 


The most of these sensational press re- 


ports may be safely consigned to the 
waste basket. They arc merely a part of 
the pyroteclmical display that accompa- 
nies every great international gathering, 
particularly where politics is concerned. 
The Washington conference is not only 
not a failure, but is a tremendous success. 
The ten-year naval vacation is a. matter of 
agreement among theprincipal nations and 
there is no doubt that it will be ratified 
and carried out. The delegates have ten- 
tatively accepted the American proposal 
to fix the maximum displacement of aux- 
iliary vessels at 10.000 tons, they have 
accepted the American recommendation to 
limit the armament of capital ships to six- 
teen-inch guns and have favored the sug- 
gestion to limit the size of capital ships to 
35.000 tons. 
This certainly is substan- 


tial progress. If we discard entirely the 
four-power treaty relating to the Pacific, 
the naval agreement remains as an out- 
standing achievement of the first order. 
Not only does it virtually put an end to 
offensive warfare on the ocoan. but it 
marks the beginning of peace enforced by 
international morality, while last but not 
least, it lifts from the backs of humanity 
burdens that invited economic ruin. There 
is little doubt that all of the details touch- 
ing the naval holiday will be worked out 
to the satisfaction of the signatory 
pow- 


ers, including France and Japan. The 
submarine question will be settled and the 
objects of the conference in respect to dis- 
armament will be more than fulfilled. 


Reports of failure, of secret treaties, 


of malevolent purpose, will be contra- 
dicted in due time, and common sense and 
good understanding will prevail. 
The 


conference could not go as far as it has 
pone on 1ho main points with such 
com- 


plete accord -without reaching an agree- 
ment upon incjilontuls and details. Fin- 
ally, perhaps the greatest value in the 
\Va,shii)pr1on conference lies in UK- prece- 
dent it establishes for the settlement of in- 
ternational problems by peaceful methods, 
and in tho tremendous impetus it gives to 
the demand for cessation of war. 
Perhaps 


the moral sentiment for peace is even a 
more potent guarantee of Pacific relations 
throughout the world than the formal 
agreements themselves. It is the opinion 
of the people that is forcing governments 
to see international affairs in a now light. 
It is the beginning of the spread of repub- 
licanism throughout the world.
